San Antonio, Texas, reports that the 
trunk traced to Alpine, Texas, which 
was thought to contain parts of the 
bodies of Beatrice Nelms and Elois 
Nelms Dennis, has been opened and ex- 
amined by Investigators of Bexar 
county and federal secret service. 

It was found to contain, according to 
reports, samples of clothes, and is be- 
lieved to have been a trunk lost by a 
traveling salesman of some clothing 
firm. This find, however, has not dis- 
couraged the persistent search for the 
heavy trunk shipped away from San 
Antonio on June 20, Dy Victor Innes. 

Federal and state authorities have 
traced at least fifty trunks shipped 
from San Antonio on this date, but 
none have so far proved to be the trunk 
in question. Every trunk shipped from 
the Texas city on June 20 is being run 
down and examined. 

No additional evidence has been ob- 
tained in San Antonio since the de- 
parture Ghursday morning of Marshall 
Nelms 9d Deputy Sheriff Alphonso 
Newton .6r Portland, Ore., where they 
are carrying requisitions papers for the 
return of Victor Innes and his wife. 

New Letter Found, 


in re-' 


A letter from Beatrice Nelms, malled 
in San Antonio on June 14, and ad- 
dressed to Marshall Nelms in San Fran- 
cisco, has been received by Mrs. John 
W. Nelms, mother of the missing sis- 
ters. It is considered as a connecting 
link in the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence against Victor Innes. 

The letter was written in Atlanta a 
day or so previous to the fatal journey 
of the two young women. It was 
mailed in San Antonio on the day 
Beatrice and her sister arrived—the last 
day the two girls were seen alive. It 
tells of the mission of Elois in going 
west, and reveals in “black and white” 
the evidence that both girls were en 
route to meet Victor Innes. 

Go to Meet Innes. 

“Sister and I leave for Texas’ next 
Wednesday to meet him,” a part of the 
letter reads. “From there they go to 
a foreign country to live. I have final- 
ly got her consent to let Nelms (Mrs. 
Dennis’ son) live with us until I can 
carry him there next year. Now, don’t 
you say anything about this to any- 
one, for it might get her into trouble. 
You see, everything is not smooth sail- 
ing as yet by any manner of means 
until they are located.” 

Innes is still in jail in Fugene. His 
hopes for early freedom were crushed 
by the receipt of the warrant from 
San Antonio. Federal secret service 
authorities have left for Springfield 
with a physician to put Mrs. Innes un- 
der arrest and bring her to Eugene, 
Ore. It is stated that her condition 
is serious, and that she is bordering on 
nervous breakdown. 

Innes, it is stated bv his attorneys, 
will make a strong fight against requi- 
sition. He and his attorneys, too, are 
reluctant to discuss his case.

Conclave in September. 

It is expected that the conclave will 
be held early in September, even 
though all the cardinals are not in 
Rome. The new popewill bethe first 
pontiff elected without the veto previ- 
ously accorded foreign powers, as one 
of the first acts of Pius X was to 
suppress this privilege of centuries, al- 
though he owed his own election to it. 

The cardinals met at the vatican this 
afternoon, All wore violet capes as a 
sign of mourning. Cardinals Della 
Volpe and Merry del Val went to the 
pope’s apartment to affix seals on the 
late pontiff's private papers and be 
longings. The chamberlain took pos- 
session of the fisherman’s ring which 
was renewed when Pope Leo died, the; 
old fisherman's ring having been lost 
at that time. 

Cardinal Della Volpe installed him- 
self in the vatican, occupying the apart- 
ment of the papal secretary of state, | 
who has removed to the Sancta Maria 
house behind the vatican, where Car- 
dinal Rampolla lived and died. 

In the Death Chamber. 

The cardinals visited the death 
chamber, where they viewed the body 
of the pope, which lay on a sloping 
bier, covered with a white cloth, under 
a rich red canopy. The body was 
clothed in a white robe and red cape. 
Red silk gloves covered the hands, on 
the fingers of which glittered the 
rings of his office. A miter of cloth 
of gold was on his head. 

The face of the late pontif was start- 
lingly waxen. In profile it was quite 
recognizable, but changed. 

All knelt and, after prayer, some of 
the cardinals handed to the monsig- 
nors standing on each side of the 
body, theirs crucifixes and medals, 
which the mnsignors laid for a mo- 
ment on the pope's fingers. Some of 
those privileged, themselves placed the 
crucifives on the hands and also 
kissed the feet, clad in red slippers. 
Not a few wept silently and, when 
they left the chamber, it was with the 
prayer that he would have eternal rest. 

From 5 to 7 o’clock this evening the 
body lay in state in the throne-room, 
to which all classes were admitted. A 
great crowd clad in black entered the 
throne-room, reverently praying and 
many weeping. 

The solemnity was rendered more pro- 
nounced by the majesty of the hall, the 
medieval uniforms of the guards’ and 
the dress of the court dignitaries. 

Great Interest in Successor. 

The body will be exposed again to- 
morrow morning from 7 to 8 o'clock. 
It then will be taken to St. Peters for 
the people to view it.

Mr. Hirsch was beloved by all who 
knew htm. He possessed sterling 
qualities of leadership, which were 
recognized by hig associates’ in all 
walks of life. Whatever enterprise he 
took part in he was chosen leader. 


During his life he gave thousands of, 


dollars to charity. He was the founder 
of the Hebrew orphan home and was 
known as the father of the 
hospital, because of the Interest he 
took tn its affairs and his long and able 
service in its interest. At the time 
of his death he was president of the 
governing board of each of these in- 
stitutions, and had always, since the 
establishment of the Grady, served as a 
trustee of that Institution. 

Mr. Hirsch was foremost in the 
civic, in the political and in the busi- 
ness activities of the ctty. He was a 
charter member of the old volunteer 
fire company, No. 2, along with Major 
McCaslin, Captain Joyner and Chief 
Cummings. During the nineties he 
served twice as alderman in general 
council, once from tne First and once 
from the Fourth ward. He also repre- 
sented the First ward twice in councll. 
At one time he was a candidate for 
mayor, running against Atlanta’s pres- 
ent mayor, James G. Woodward. 

Held Many Business Offices. 

As a business man Mr. Hirsch was a 
bright success. 
he turned into success. At the time of 
his death he was president of the Par- 
ian Paint company, the affairs of which 
concern he directed personally; 
dent of the A. L. Weil company, whole- 
sale shoe dealers, of Savannah, Ga., and 
a director of the Fourth National bank. 

Mr. Hirsch was a devout member of 
the Jewish faith. For twenty-five 


vears he faithfully served his religion | 


as president of the Jewish synagogue, 
resigning that position one year ago 
on account of bad health. .He was then 
elected honorary president of the syna- 
gogue. He was a close personal friend 
of Rabbi Marx. 

No definite details of the funeral 
arrangements have been received here, 


but the body will be brought back to; 


Atlanta for funeral services and in- 
terment. It is highly probable that the 
funeral services will be held Sunday 
afternoon from the residence of Henry 
Hirsch, 2656 Washington street. 

Mr. Hirsch lived here at 120 East 
Seventh street, in the De Soto apart- 


ments. 
His death will be a source of sorrow 


to hundreds of older Atlantans, who 
knew and loved him. He is survived 
by about thirty nephews and nieces, 
and four grandchildren.

IAPAN GIVES REASONS 
FOR WAR ON GERMANY 


Peace of the Far East Men- 
aced With Germany Es- 
tablished in China. 


—_—_—_—— —- 


Washington, August 20.—Interfer- 
ence by German cruisers with the ship- 
ping of Japan’s ally, Great Britain, the 
seizure of Japanese goods in German 
bottoms and the consequent grave dis- 
location of Japanese trade, are the 
principal reasons set forth by Japan 
in explanation of the ultimatum deliv- 
ered to Germany last Sunday. Cable 
dispatches have contained a brief out- 
line of the Japanese grievances, but 
the full text of the Japanese foreign 
office's statement on this subject was 
not available until today. 

Statement by Japan. 


This document sald: 

“From the beginning of hostilities 
between England and Germany the lat- 
ter has been bending al her energies 
to strengthening all the fortifications 
at Kaio-Chow, even forcing Chinese 
coolies to labor upon them. Meanwhile 
the German squadrons in the Far East 
have been making inc@ssant appear 
ances in Chinese waters, making 
Kaio-Chow their base and, in co-oper 
ation with German converted cruisers, 
threatening and interfering with Brit- 
ish shipping and commerce. 

“In the meantime, the above action 
by Germany has greatly demoralized 
Japan’s trade interests by obstructing 
and disturbing her shipping routes and 
commerce. In fact, the whole east- 
ern commercial world has been thrown 
into a state of utmost uneasiness. 
Some of the Japanese merchant vessels 
have been detained and all the Japanese 
cargoes on German merchant vessels 
have been requisitioned. 

“It isclear thatunless Germany has 
astrong baseat Kaio-Chowthe condi- 
tions outlined could never have been 
produced. Jt is this possession of 
Kaio-Chow that is solely responsible 
for !t all; it is the strongest weapon 
in Germany's hands, so far as the Far 


‘East is concerned. 


“The history of the seizure of the

tion, in conjunction with Russia and 
France after the Chino-Japanese war, 
show that it is absolutely necessary to 
eliminate such possession completely if 
Japan to restore immediate complete 
peace in the Far East in accordance 
with the terms of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance.”

Most significant of the day’s develop-

China’s inquiry was understood to 
have been based on an acquiescence of 
Germany in such a plan, hoping thereby 
to avert a war with Japan. While of- 
ficials were generally reticent to ex- 
press any opinion, it was generally be- 
lieved the American government would 
not accept the proposal unless both 
Japan and Great Britain formally as- 
sented. President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Bryan thus far have scrupulously 
avoided involving the United States in 
any way with the situation.

This is due, they say, to the diversion 
to British ports of large cargoes in 
bottoms bound for continental ports at 
the outbreak of the war. 

Great Britain needs sugar more than 
other article. For the first time in 
years, British mefchants are importing 
direct from New York. The bulk of 
Kengland’s sugar came, before the war, 
from Germany and central Europe.

Faced by Brussels Citizens 


New Orleans, La., August 20.—Citi- 
zens of Brussels faced famine and pois- 
oned water supply on August 5, accord- 
ing to news contained in a letter from 
Mrs. August Despa, written August 5, 
and received by her parents here today. 
Mrs. Despa formerly resided here, but 
for a number of years has been living 
in Brussels. The letter, which was in 
french, follows, in part: 

“It is famine and desolation all over. 
Just think that two pounds of salt that 
we bought for twelve mills nuw costs 
20 cents. The government bonds we 
have are not worth a cent. Many are 
dying of hunger. . 

“There is little here to be bought. All 


{ could get today was two pounds of 
rice and half a pound of flour. The

Everywhere women and children are 
crying because they have nothing to 
eat.

Nothing Startling Devel- 
oped at Birmi&gham—Sev- 
eral Protests Decided—No 
Federal Raid Is Expected. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Deals are pending with two 
major league clubs for Pitcher Bernie 
Boland and Outfielder Dave Callahan, 
of the Nashville club, President Clyde 
Shropshire announced today. Detroit 
has made a- substantial offer for Bo- 
land, while the St. Louis Browns are 
dickering for Callahan. They will be 
closed within the next few days, the 
Nashville president stated. There is a 
possibility that Catcher Frank Gibson 
will be sold to the New York Giants. 
Detroit is said to have offered $3,500 


for Boland. 

Nothing startling occurred in the 
meeting of the Southern league direc- 
tors. The session was secret. 

Protests Decided. 

President Kavanaugh stated that the 
two protests had been decided in favor 
of the two clubs that won the games, 
and that the standing would not be 
changed. The Montgomery protest of 
the game in New Orleans on August 15 
was decided in favor of New Orleans. 

The protest by Mobile against 
O’Toole's decision with Montgomery on 
August 17 was awarded to Montgom- 
ery when Mobile failed to send a rep- 
resentative. The controversy of Pitch- 
er Ross was settled privately by the 
Chattanooga and Nashville clubs. Ross 
will be allowed to remain with the 
Lookouts for the rest of the season. 

The squabble between New Orleans 
and Montgomery was presented for ac- 
tion. It was claimed that New Orleans 
Promised a bonus for playing the 
games in New Orleans, but that Presi- 
dent Heineman refused to pay the Billi- 
kens over the guarantee. President 
Heineman’s settlement was upheld. 

No action was taken to fortify the 
Southern against the raids of the Fed- 
eral league. President Kavanaugh 
stated that he expected no trouble from 
outlaws, and that the Southern would 
adopt no war measures. 

Secretary Jacobsen said that ‘'Field- 
er’ Jones’ statement that the Federal 
league was planning to form several 
minor leagues was not given credence 
by the directors. President Kavanaugh 
has heard nothing of an invasion of 
Bouthern league territory by the out- 
laws. 

Montgomery Stays in League. 


The Montgomery franchise was not 
discussed, but it is assured that Mont- 
gomery will be in the Southern again 
next year. 

“Montgomery has fulfilled every par- 
agraph of her agreement with the 
league, and we do not anticipate any 
change in circuit,” President Kava- 
naugh said. 

Two series were transferred from 
Montgomery. Nashville and Memphis 
were given the two approaching series 
that were to be played in Montgomery. 

The president stated that he had re- 
ceived no more complaints concerning 
the work of his umpires than were 
usually received. He stated that six 
cities were registering better attend- 
ance records than made in 1913. 

Mobile and Montgomery are Delow. 
Birmingham is leading the league, with 
Memphis and Atlanta closely behind.

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A TIMELY SUGGESTION. 


Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, of Albany, Ga., 
president of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, has addressed a communi- 
cation to the distfict presidents of the fed- 
eration, in which she draws their attention 
with strong indorsement to an editorial ap 
pearing in The Constitution of August 18, 
entitled, “Buy Cotton Goods.” In a letter 
published elsewhere in the paper today, 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick, in discussing the ways and 
means in which women can help out in the 
industrial program of the state, makes the 
apt suggestion: 

“Two-thirds of the year 
méeariy every state in the 
would be more comfortably clad in the 
lighter and softer cotton fabrics. Our 
homes could be more appropriately adorned 
with hangings of lighter material and with 
furniture carrying the lighter qualities of 
upholstery. All the more practical things 
of cloth in the household could be of the 
same, and there are so many ways that a 
woman in every-day life can push the in- 
terests of King Cotton, if she will make up 
her mind to do it.” 

Unfortunately, the women of the south 


have lost that individuality of attire that 
would make them the more comfortable in 
the south the year round, in order to follow 
the models and materials which are decreed 
first in Paris, and then in the colder climate 
of the section centered around New York. 
Southern women begin to array themselves 
in fall or winter clothes as soon as the 
women of New York, Boston and Chicago 
do, though they of the south are still dining 
al fresco, and using electric fans to keep 
cool. They put on velvet hats and fur 
wraps, when no wraps at all are needed, and 
purchase materials so heavy for street 
gowns that it is a burden to carry them. 
The heavier materials and fashions suited 
for colder climates are affected by southern 
. women, all the year, the smartly attired 
women of New Orleans being the only ex- 
ception. The latter have more generally 
adhered to the dainty materials, the lace- 
trimmed frocks, and the fabrics logically 
suited to a southern climate; and be it said 
to their credit, no women in the United 
States are more admired for their mode of 
dressing than the women of the Crescent 
City. 

As Mrs. Fitzpatrick states, at least two- 
thirds of the year the women of the central 
south would be the more appropriately and 
consistently attired if they wore the thinner 
lighter materials, most of which could be 
carried to the most artistic standard of pro- 
duction.

“Who Are Laborers?” 
Answered by New Law 


(By William E. Arnaud, of the Atlanta Bar.) 
(For The-Constitution.) 

The*new garnishment law just enacted 
by the Georgia legislature is attracting !n- 
terested attention everywhere. Why? S8e- 
cause the law as it heretofore exisited was 
vague, uncertain, antiquated and a_  hin- 
drance in the path of business progress, 
and business, and in particular the small 
merchant, required relief from this legal 
burden. 

Business is based largely upon credit, 
and promises of payment should be honored, 
and at least somewhat enforceable, if busi- 
ness is to prosper. To supply to another 
goods, merchandise, services, pleasures, etc., 
relying upon promises of future payment 
therefor, is a compliment too seldom appre- 
ciated by the promissor. It is more 
courageous to break into a warehouse and 
steal ‘therefrom, bravely assuming the risk 
of being shot in the act or sent to prison 
for the offense, than it is to deceitfully 
acquire the property of. another by giving 
insincere and worthless promises therefor. 
The dishonest debtor seldom suffers. He is 
skillful and experienced in subterfuge arp 
knew how to take advantage of and protit 
by the old garnishment laws, originally en- 
acted in a humane spirit to assist and pro- 
tect the honest poor. 

As to Exemptions. 

very plain cases, those per- 
sons extending credit could not know ex- 
actly who was, or was not, exempt under 
our law as it previously existed. The code 
of Georgia stated that “all journeymen 
mechanics and day laborers shall be exempt 
from the process and Mabilities of garnish- 
ment on their daily, weekly or monthly 
wages, whether in the hands of their em- 
ployers or not.” 

{tt would thus. seem that wages tobe 
exémpt under the statute must be daily, 
weekly or monthly. However, the supreme 
court sald. in construing the old statute, 
that the word “wages” meant the compen- 
sation paid to a hired person for his serv- 
ices. This compensation might be a speci- 
fied sum for a given time of service, or a 
fixed sum for specified work—that is, pay- 
ment might be made by the job. Accord- 
ingly, when the compensation of a laborer 
factory Was so many cents per hank 
everv hank made, payable bi-weekly, 
this compensation was termed wages, and 
as such was exempt from process of gar- 
nishment. Thus wages of any kind, in pay- 
ment of piece or job work, or for making a 
crop, ete, were not reckoned at all by the 
time required for performance or the 
periods of payment. 

If a merchant, doctor, or even a fellow 
laborer was Inclined to grant a request for 
credit, an important question was presented 
for the creditor’s consideration, viz.: who 
were such laborers, within the meaning of 
the statute, against whom process of gar- 
nishment, in aid of collection, would lie? 
This was a well-nigh !tmpossible question 
to answer, as the question in any given 
had to be determined with. reference 
to its own particular facts and cirousm- 
stances.

generally employed was 
whether or not. the 
debtor’s employment consisted mainly of 
work requiring mental skill or business 
capacity, involving discretion and the exer- 
cise of the intellectual faculties, or whether 
the dotnge of his work depended upon mere 
physical power to perform ordinary manual 
labor: and the supreme court has repeatedly 
held: but there was no particular uni- 
formity in the decisions supporting this 


test.

Former Contradictions. 

A bookkeeper’s salary was exempt, but 
debts due by customers to a blacksmith, 
for work done by him in his own shop, were 
not exempt from garnishment. In one case 
a clerk in a store, who waited upon custo- 
mers and @id anything that his employer 
required him to do, but who had influence 
enough with his customers to retain their 
trade, found that hisg wages were subject 
to garnishment. In another case, a clerk 
in a retail store, whose duties were such 
as to keep him employed three-fourths of 
his time in waiting on customers and other 
work, and one-fourth of his time in “wait- 
ing for customers,” was a laborer within 
the meaning of the statute exempting the 


wares of laborers from garnishment. 

To show that the test of whether a 
debtor’s work was mainly manual or mén- 
tal was. under the decisions, hardly a test 
at all. It was held that bookkeepers, 
stenographers, school teachers, private sec- 
retaries, railway forwarding clerks and 
employees doing manual work themselves, 
although having the control ‘and manage- 
ment of other co-employees, were all 
laborers under thea old law exempting 
wages. 

Though passengers on an express train 
would undoubtedly prefer to have an engi- 
neer In charge of the train who would 
mainly use his Intellectual faculties, men- 
tal skill and judgment, rather than mere 
physical power to perform ordinary manual 
labor, nevertheless, it had been judicially 
detlared that an engineer belonged in the 
second category and, as such laborer, his 
wages were exempt.

“Every human 


case the court sald: 
being who follows any 
legitimate business or discharges the 
duties of any office, is, in a very broad 
sense, a laborer The president of the 
I'nited States, the governur of this state, 
the justices of this court, all are laboring 
men in the sense that they do a great deal 
of hard work, much of which is, indeed, 
attended with physical and muscular exer- 
tion: but at the same time, they cannot 
properly be termed manual laborers, either 
in the popular sense In which these words 
are used and understood, or fn the sense in 
which the term ‘laborers’ was employed In 
the statutes.” 
Reasoning in a Circle. 


Therefore, we had reasoned around in a 
circle, only to come back to the original 
proposition, that in any. given case, the 
question of who was a laborer and entitled 
to exemption, as such, from_ garnishment, 
had to be determined with reference to the 
particular facts and circumstances of each 
case, with no fixed, well-defined rule to 
guide us. 

Take an illustration to show the ridicu- 
lous injustice of the old garnishment law. 
A locomotive engineer, unmarried, and 
making $275 a month, could not be re- 
quired to pay his washer-woman a fifty- 
cent indebtedness, although she might have 
heen a widow with half a dozen children 
to support. 

Furthermore, the test to determine who 
was a beneficiary under our previous gar- 
nishment law, was, on account of its many 
exceptions, hardly any test at all; and 
rather encouraged a man to work like a 
mule, without special thought, than to use 
the God-given faculties of a human being. 

The use of one’s brains should be en- 
couraged by law rather than penalized. 

The gist of the matter is we have here- 
tofore been using uncertain and incorrect 
weights and measures in an effort to bal- 
ance and adjust changing conditions. The 
principle of the old law was good in its in- 
ception, to wit: the protection of the weak; 
but the practical application thereof was 
clumsy, unjust and mainly benefited 
shiftless and shifty. 

‘Justice should be tempered with mercy: 
and the true laboring man, who uses his 
physical brawn, and tolls as. best he knows 
how, to provide his family with the bare 
necessities of life, should be assured by 
law that avaricious creditors will not take 
the very bread from his children’s mouths. 
Brotherly love and common decency de- 
mands that assurance and protection; and 
the new act just enacted by the legislature 
guarantees the necessities of life by re- 
serving and setting aside $1.25 per day of a 
debtor's wages for this purpose, and then 
allows the debtor to share equally with his 
creditors in the remainder. of his earnings. 

Some states provide that a married man 
shall have the benefit of a larger exemp- 
tion than a single man, and this seems, in 
general, to be a wise provision. However, 
it is desirable that our law be as simple as 
possible, without confusing provisions or 
exceptions therein, which would tend to 
lead away from the original intention and 
purpose of the present act; and the act as it 
now gqtands can be readily understood by 
anyone. 

Someone remarked while the garnish- 
ment bill, which ts now law, was pending 
that if the bill did become law that it 
would “make an honest man out of many a 
grand rascal”; and perhaps this is true.

Now it Is time that we should aspire 
higher in the quality of our materials; call 
for more beautiful, more artistic merit in 
them and take pride in adorning our homes 
with these native productions. 

It is the women who select and purchase 
the materials for home comforts and adorn- 
ments. It is the women in common with

rials which the women almost exclusively 
purchase. 

Therefore, naturally I turn, as your edt 
torial directs, to remind our women of 
their’ obligation now at this moment toe 
create the demand for the home-made cot- 
ton products. Women through their pat- 
ronage can put a premium on cotton goods 
that would give immediate impetus to the 
industry in the south; give the textile de- 
signer and artist of the south their first 
chance at home, and give southern women 
another opportunity to prove again their 
loyalty to their section, their state and the 
products thereof.

Hunt Suggests Plan 
of State Aid in 
Relieving Cotton Crisis 


Editor Constitution: What I believe best 
in the present emergency confronting the 
cotton crop is for the governor of this state 
to convene the general assembly in extra 
session. The legislature to pass a bill to al- 
low the state of Georgia to issue bonds draw- 
ing interest at 4% per cent up to $60,000,000. 
To piace these bonds with the state treasurer 
as a basis for the state treasurer to issue 
circulating currency of denominations of $5 
to $20 against the bonde of the state deposit- 
ed to protect the currency issue. The bills 
to be exchangeable in sums of $1,000 for the 
4% per cent bonds. The bills to be not only 
obligationg of. the state of Georgia, but to 
be stamped on the back “Issued to the Bank 
of Indorsed and secured by deposit 
of collateral with the state treasurer by the 


Bank of "ig 

It is expected that the bille will freely 
cirevlate ag emergeneoy credit currency, but 
in case of a wrong forecast, the governor 
should be allowed, at his disoretion, to sell 
the bonds in the open market to be in posi- 
tion to finance the holding of the states now 
perishable agricultural crops, until a return 
of normal financial conditions. 

The estate treasurer and bank examiner to 
be empowered to loan to the state banks this 
state bond-secured currency on cotton, na- 
val stores or other warehoused agriculturat 
products to an extent of not more than 80 
per cent of the bank’s approved collateral 
represented only by warehouse receipts of 
graded, valued, insured and approved agri- 
cultural products. The state bank examin- 
er and state treasurer to provide that the 
bank itself shall not loan over 80 per cent 
of the average value of the stored produce 
calculated for a period of three years pre- 
ceding. 

The bank may loan 80 per cent of 
of the warehoused produce and the state 
treasurer 80 per cent of the bank's loan, 
thus keeping the actual advance by the state 
down to 64 per cent of the average value of 
its collateral, besides the pvorrowing bank's 
indorsement and guarantee. This extension 
of state aid to insure the holding of non- 
perishable agricultural produce for the re- 
currence of normal demand therefor should 
be extended through those state banks 
which charge only 1 per cent more to the 
producer for their indorsement, making, 
guaranteeing and collecting the loan than 
they pay to the state for the credit bills. 

In other words, the state bank may loan 
sav on one bale of cotton $35, or on 100 bales 
$3,500, at 5% per cent, and can borrow of the 
state at 4% per cent. With its equipment 
complete a state bank could recoup expenses 
at 1 per cent commission, which I believe 
cheaper and safer than the state could ef- 
fect direct loans to planters. A state bank 
over-charging in interest may be penalized 
10 per cent of its loan, half payable to the 
state, half payable to the complainant 

To minimize the additional work and ex- 
pense put upon the state treasurer's offica, 
no bank should be granted a loan of less 
than $5,000, which may include any number 
of initial loans made by the borrowing bank. 

The state treasurer to allow exchange of 
collateral, which, however, must never fall 
below a margin or excess of 36 per cent 
above the bank's indebtednesses’' thereby 
amply protecting the state against financial 
loss. 

The bonds remaining in the state treas- 
urer’s office while printed to draw 4% per 
cent will, if unsold, actually cost the state 
no interest. If they were printed in small 
denominations for issue direct on produce 
they would not only cost interest, but might 
be hoarded for profit, thereby creating a 
ecarcity of circulating medium which they 
are issued to prevent. 

The convening of the legislature. for. the 
purpose I have outlined would in itself have 
a beneficent effect in steadying the price of 
our great crop at once on the cotton ex- 
changes of New York and New Orleans, and 
even in Europe. The cotton manufacturers 
would tmmediately have warrant fer supply- 
ing their needs early in the season. With the 
threat of cotton being left fritendless, nu con. 
servative manufacturer will ever lay in a 
supply for future use. | 

The psychological effect of Such action 
would minimize the actual need of the cred- 
it currency to steady the price of a staple 
that is usually in acute demand. If any ef- 
fective action be taken by the state, the leg- 
islature must be callel promptly, that any 
necessary amendments to the constitution 
may be submitted to the people at the gen- 
eral election to be held in November next. 

In a crisis like the present there is no 
time to create and install new machinery 
departments nor bureaus. The state has in 
operation its state banking department, its 
bank examiners, and seven hundred solvent 
chartered state banks ready to act efficient- 
ly in every county of Georgia. Nothing s0 
extraordinary is required, the state to act as 
custodian of its chartered banks collateral, 
issuing to them an emergency currency com- 
parable to that issued by the treasurer of 
the United States to the national banks, and 
all put in operation in November, 1914, to 
conserve the present crop. 

Should the cotton producing states here- 

after co-operate to buy outright the cotton 
crop of the south, valorizing the staple as 
one of the Brazilian states did coffee, the 
work done under the plan herein outlined 
would not be wasted. The cotton would be 
held in warehouses, unsold, graded, insured 
and the Initial work started for valoriza- 
tion. * 
Should the people see in my contemplated 
act of the legislature a scheme for profiting 
the state banks, the state of Georgia could 
promptly call in its loans of the banks and 
advance direct to the cotton producer, élim- 
inating the state banks’ agency and absorb 
for itself the 1 per cent commission to run 
the state treasurer's office. 

Loans, if made direct to the farmer on 
warehouse receipts by the state without 
guarantee or indorsement, would require the 
establishment of state approved bonded ware- 
houses. Under our present laws before any 
loans could be safely made to the producer 
on stored agricultural produce, the execution 
docket of his county should be searched for 
unsettled fi. fas.. which latter would attach 
his farm crops wherever found by the sheriff. 

To escape all such complications I pro- 
pose to make use of what agencies the state 
already possesses and act promptly and ef- 
ficiently. If any better system shall be de- 
veloped later, it will find nothing to destroy, 
but may build on and add to our endeavor 
to save the present dangerous financial situ- 
ation.

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GUATEMALA 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Geod Old Siwash.” 


Guatemala is not as important in the 
newspapers as Newport or the Federal 
league. Yet if Guatemala were to turn en« 
tirely over, as it has vainly attempted to de 
several times during its volcanic and earth- 
quake career, coffee would rise largely in 
price and thousands of Italians would have 
to buy street organs for want of bananas 
to sell. 


For this latter reason we should regard : 


Guatemala as a blessing and treat it with 
consideration. 

At one time Guatemala also supplied most 
of the red coloring matter for the world, 
it being infested with a small red bug call- 
ed cochineal, which when boiled and used 
as a dye made beautiful red cloth. However, 
actence has substituted chemical dyes and 
the cochineal bug now wanders unharmed 
through Guatemala and can only end itg life 
by falling into the coffee. 

Guatemala is situated in the center of 
South American hostilities and has been. 
jostling Nicaragua, Honduras and Salvador 
for elbow room for almost a century. It is 
as large as the estate of New York, and con- 


; tains over 2,000,000 people, a few of whom 


can read. Guatemala has no divorce ques- 
tion, this being avoided by cutting out mar- 
riage to a very great extent. 

Most Guatemalans are Indians, many of 
whom work on the large German plantations 
and are perfectly free except that they cannot 
leave until they pay their debts, and they 
cannot pay their debts without leaving, 
Guatemala has a beautiful constitu®ey 
modeled on our own, but the nation is like 
young lady with a complicated automobile 
It doesn't Know how to work the thingy 
Guatemala has had almost as many presi- 
dents as Mexico, and they have given as lit- 
tle satisfaction. It is the trouble-maker of 


Central America and more than once the 


United States has had to rush down there in 
a gunboat and talk things over while hold- 
ing two or more warring republics firmly by 
the ear. 

Guatemala is a hot, moist land. profusely 
decorated with volcanos and 13,000-foot 
mountains in its middle and with swamps 
filled with compressed malaria along the 
seashore. It has the most beautifu] birds in 
the world and also the most ornamental 
postage stamps. There was once a highly 
civilized Indian government in Guatemala 
with great buildings and a literature The 
country is now slowly improving, and may 
some day get back to where it was 500 
years ago. 


As to Storing Cotton. 


Editor Constitution: I have followed 
very closely all the suggestions that have 
been made as to how the farmers of Geor- 
gia can be helped to carry their cotton crop 
until such times that it will command a 
reasonable price rather than have to throw 
it.on the market under the present Uncer- 
tain conditions. 

It seems to me that the greatest diffi- 
culty is in regard to the want of suitable 
warehouses. 

If the banks are in a position to advance 
money to the farmers, with cotton as col- 
lateral, the difficulty in regard to ware- 
houses can easily be overcome by having 
the cotton brought into the different towns 
and built in plles on aguitable ground, 
fenced in and owned by a responsible 
party. Each party’a cotton can then be 
built in a pile by itself and entirely covered 
over by a tarpaulin, which could be pro- 
vided with tie cords, and the tie cords, when

fastened down, could then be sealed the same ° 


as railroad car doors are. 

Cotton put up in this way, besides being 
protected against the elements of the 
weather, would also be protected to a cer- 
tain extent against fire, while the posst« 
bility of theft or substitution wou 
provided against by the Sl hang,

proximately 15 feet wide by 40 feet long by | 


12 feet high, and a tarpaulin, size 40x65, 
to completely cover it, made from a good 
ten-ounce duck, would be $65. A pile of 
100 bales would measure approximately 
15x25x12, and tarpaulin, size 40x50, to cover 
that would cost $50, while a pile of 60 
bales would measure approximately 12x20x9, 
and tarpaulin, 30x40, to covem t¥at would 
cost $30. 

On this basis the average cost of tar- 
paulins would run out at an average of 
just under one-tenth of a cent per pound of 
cotton stored. 

If the cotton bales were laid across ties 
this would allow free circulation of air, an@ 
the cotton would also be fully protected 
against any damage in case of rain. 

Tarpaulins mentioned are same as those 
used by the _ railroads, warehouses and 
transportation companies at New Orleans, 
Savannah, Galveston and other ports, and 
by the various compresses and big cotton 
factors all over the cotton belt. 

Apart from the purpose these tarpay- 
lins would serve this season, the farmers 
would still have them in hand and could 
put them to good use on their farms for 
various purposes, or Keep them for their 
next crop. 

Another point that might be mentioned 
in connection with this suggestion is that 
in the event of Say 1,000,000 bales being 
stored in this manner, it would mean work 
for the Georgia cotton mills, as the amount 
of duck required would he nearly 3,009,000 
yards.

ANOTHER STEP TAKEN 
FOR FILIPINO FREEDOM 


Washington, August 20.—Another 
step toward giving the Philippines in- 
dependence was taken in congress to- 
day when the huosa committee on in- 
walae affairs faverabiy reported the 
Jones bill, which would declare defi- 
nitely for the first time the purposes 
of the American people as to the fu- 
ture political status of the islands. 

Representative Jones, of Virginia, 
chairman of the committee, announced 
his purpose to press the measure for 
consideration at this session. 

A new feature of the bill is designed 
to meet the commercial paralysis of 
the Archipelago resulting from the 
European war. At present all tariff 
and internal revenye tax laws for the 
Philippines are enacted by congress. 
The proposed law would expressly con- 
fer on the Aer ret legislature the 
right to enact all tariff laws, except 
those affecting trade relations be- 
tween the United States and the 
Philippines. 

“The bill declares the purpose of the 
people of the United States to grant 
the Philippines complete independence 
as soon as they establish a stable gov- 
ernment,” Representative Jones said 
today. “To better fit them to gov- 
ern themselves, the bill gives them a 
larger measure of participation in the 
governmental affairs of the island. It 
abolishes the Philippine commission 
as such, which is now appointive by 
the president, and substitutes for it 
an elective senate.” 


SITUATION IMPROVING 
IN THE UNITED STATES 


J. P. Morgan Tells Washington 
That the Outlook Is 
Reassuring. 


Washington, August 20.—Reports of 
decided improvement in the general con- 
dition of the country and the financial 
Situation in New York were brought 
to the treasury department today by 
J. P. Morgan and W. M. Porter, a mem- 
ber of the Morgan firm. Mr. Morgan 
and Mr. Porter spent nearly two hours 
in conference with Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo and members of the 
federal reserve board. 

Mr. Morgan declined to discuss his) 
visit and no formal announcement was 
made of its purpose. Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, however, said Mr. Morgan had 
assured government officials that con- 
ditions had showed steady improvement 
and that generally the situation was re- 
assuring.

Emergency Shipping Legisla- 
tion Advanced in House 
and Senate. 


Washington, August 20.—HEmenrgency 
shipping legislation advanced today 
when senate and house commerce com- 
mittees voted favorable reports on the 
bill to create a bureau of war risk in- 
surance in the treasury department to 
insure ships of American registry sub- 
jected to the hazards of the European 
war. 

Chairman Clarke of the senate com- 
mittee, will call the bill up for passage 
in the senate tomorrow and Repre- 
sentative Adamson, chairman of the 
house committee, plans to expedite its 
course on the other side of the capi- 
tol. So far little opposition to the 
measure has developed. In reporting 
the bill to the house the committee 
said: 

“This bill is. rendered necessary by 
reason of the cenditions arising from 
the state of warfare existing among 
different nations at present. It is an 
emengency measure to continue in force 
only so long as the emergency exists.” 

The government's plan to purchase 
and operate ships in the over-seas trade 
for the restoration of commerce during 
the war is being formulated into a bill 
Which will be expedited as rapidly as 
possible by the committees. Senator 
Clarke and Representative Alexander, 
chairman of the house merchant ma- 
rine committee, have tentative drafts 
of the bill, which would provide for the 
Organization of a corporation.to oper- 
ate a line of ships to be purchased by 
the government.

GOVERNMENT ESTIMATE 
PRODUCTION OF CORN 


Washington, August 20.—Production 
of 2,700,000,000 bushels of corn in the 
United States this year is the forecast 
today of the committee on statistics 
and standards of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. Its report 
is based on data secured as of August 
12. The outlook is for about a normal 
crop. since the presage for ten years 
is 2,690,000,000 bushels. 

The committee’s reports show that 
conditions are very good in some sec- 
tions and very poor in others. Excessive 
rain in the early growing season and 
later drought have injured the bs 7 in 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and Mis- 
souri. Kentucky, Mississippi, Loui- 
Siana and Alabama ‘suffered from a se- 
vere drought. 

The prospective crop in the more im- 
portant states are as follows: 

Texas, 35 to 40 million bushels less 
than last year; Oklahoma conditions 
better than last year; Arkansas 65 to 
70 per cent of a crop; Kansas 140 to 145 
million bushels; Nebraska, possibly 
over 200 million bushels; Iowa prob- 
ably more than 400,000,000 bushels; 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, excellent 
prospects; South Dakota, yield probably 
in excess of earlier period; Missouri, 

robably 175 to 180 million bushels: 
llinois, 25 to 30 million bushels more 
than last year; Kentucky, close to that 
of last year; Louisiana, less than that 
of last year; Alabama and Georgia, ten 
to 15 per cent less than last year; In- 
diana, probably 5 per cent less than 
last year, and Ohio yield rather above 
last year. 


PROFIT TARING 5 
WHEAT PRICES 


Market Purely Speculative. 
Corn, Oats and Provisions 
Also Closed Lower, Pork 
Leading the Decline. 


Chicago, August 20.—Yesterday’s 
gain in wheat was lost on profit-taking 
sales today, and the close was weak, 
2 to 2%c net lower. Corn dropped % @ 
%c; oats %c, and provisions 5c to 35c, 
the latter in January pork. The mar- 
ket was almost purely speculative. 

Wheat opened %c down, but recov- 
ered momentarily and went %c over 
yesterday, but the firmness was a mere 
flurry. Thereafter the trend was 
downward. Recent alleged export 
sales were not confirmed. A _ notice 
from the local British consul, declaring 
that the “timidity” of shippers about 
foreign sales was not justified, reached 
the trade after the close. The consul 
said the shipper will be protected by 
the Bank of England. The close was 
only %c over the bottom for the day. 

The decline in corn was influenced 
by rains, but the markets were rela- 
tively steadier than wheat, due largely 
to local buying on the break. 

France was reported in the market 
for oats at the seaboard, but bids here 
were out of line and profit-taking by 
speculators reduced the price. 

Provisions also suffered from profit- 
taking. Expectation of a freer move- 
ment of hogs next week also was an 
influence. 


Coffee. 


New York, August 20.—The spot coffee 
market was lower again today with Rio 
No. 7 quoted at 8 and Santos fours at 1%. 
The foreign exchange situation, so far as 
financing shipments from Bazil through 
London is atill very uncertain, but it is 
reported that Brazil is showing more dis- 
osition to offer coffee, and it is rumored 
hat primary shippers have asked for New 
York credits. These features are supposed 
to point to an increased movement in this 
direction from Brazil in the near future, 
and it was said here today that Brazil had 
offered cost and freight coffee to New 
Orleans at considerable concessions in prices.
